McKINLEY’S MURDERER 

CHEERED BY ANARCHISTS 


The Leader of the Chicago 
“Reds” Praises Czolgosz 
for His Act. 


Chicago.—President McKinley’s assas¬ 
sin was cheered publicly in Chicago. A 
challenge from the platform that an¬ 
archists dared not condone the crime at 
Buffalo was met with a vigorous, "You re 
a liar’’ Abraham Isaak, the recognized 
loader of the “Reds” ill this city, and 
editor of Free. Society, declared openly 
that he could it*t condemn the assassins 
act. He said t%\t as to personal merit 
he took a second* place to Czolgosz. 

The confession of Isaak was accom¬ 
panied by a scone of intense excitement. 
It was the climax of the debate on So¬ 
cialism or Anarchy,” and came when 
the audience of over 1,000 had been 
aroused thoroughly by wild oratorical 
denunciations. 

“Hurrah for Czolgosz” shouted a man 
in the gallery, swinging his hat above his 
head. Hisses, jeers, yells of approval 
and cat calls came from all parts of the 
house. The crowd rose to its feet and a 
riot was only averted by the prompt ac¬ 
tion of the chairman. 


The national convention of the Am¬ 
erican Federation of Labor, now in ses¬ 
sion in Scranton, Pa., is the largest in 
the history of the organization, 312 dele¬ 
gates being present.

For twenty-three 
years Fleishman had been employed 
in the institution, beginning at the 
bottom as a boy, and by strict atten¬ 
tion to duty, coupled with a thorough 
understanding of the intricacies of the 
banking business, rising to Jhe posi¬ 
tion of assistant cashier, and finally to 
that of cashier, a position he had held 
for many years. The utmost confidence 
was always placed in his judgment 
and integrity. 

H. W. Heilman, vice-president of 
the Fanners and Merchants’ Bank, said 
in speaing of Fleishman’s absence: 
“We were greatly surprised at discov¬ 
ering Fleishman’s flight south and the 
shortage in his cash account. We are 
utterly unable to account for his ac¬ 
tion. He is a man of property and has 
always commanded a good salary. If 
he was engaged in speculation of any 
kind we did not know it. Nor was he 
a drinking man, at least to any ex¬ 
tent. No doubt he took a drink when 
he wanted it; but drink never could 
have caused him to do this. We can 
only account for his disappearance on 
the supposition that there was a 
woman in the case. We are not worry¬ 
ing over the money he has taken, how¬ 
ever. The bank holds a bond and other 
collateral sufficient to indemnify it for 
the cash stolen. It will not lose a dol¬ 
lar. The loss of the cash will not em- 
barrass us in the least. ’ ’ 

Fleishman was the financial banker 
of several enterprises in Los Angeles 
which were commonly considered as 
financial failures. The Velodrome bi¬ 
cycle track was financed by Fleishman, 
and in this venture he is believed to 
have sunk $20,000. The Maxwell pat¬ 
ent directory was another scheme in 
which the defaulter was interested and 
in which he is said to have lost $25,- 
(MX). Besides, it is common talk among 
clubmen and others that Fleishman 
speculated heavily in Amalgamated 
Copper and lost. These things may, 
in some measure, account for the short¬ 
age in the hank’s cash, which, it is 
not unlikely, has existed for some time. 

Fleishman was under $30,000 bonds 
and it is said he had property valued 
at $50,000.

Wheat in the 
United States and Canada increased 21,- 
000,000 bushels in November, an increase 
nearly five times the gain shown a year 
ago. Corn and oats are higher than at 
any time since 1891. Hog products and 
provisions generally are in better specu¬ 
lative demand, and statistically the po¬ 
sition has many points of strength. 
Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
week aggregate 4,604,846 bushels,against 
5,117,478 bushels last week and 3,432,- 
159 bushels in this week last year. 
Wheat exports, July 1st to date (twenty- 
three weeks) aggregate 132,423,906 
bushels, against 80,175,178 bushels last 
season.

A trick of preserving flowers in sand 
is worth trying at the seashore and 
bringing a supply of sand home for 
winter use. Fine, clean sand must be 
used, washed if not perfectly clean, 
and when dry sifted through a tine 
sieve into a rather deep pan or other 
vessel. When tlie sand is deep enough 
to bold the flowers upright, more of tlie 
sifted sand is filled in around them 
with a spoon. Care should be taken 
not to break or bend the leaves and to 
see that no little holes or interstices are 
left unfilled about tlie flowers. When 
they are covered thus carefully, so as 
to be entirely invisible, tlie pan is set 
away to dry for several days; they 
must be taken out with grent care as 
the leaves are dry and brittle. Ferns 
and flat flowers like pansies are suc¬ 
cessfully treated in this way. Flowers 
in cup shapes are laid lengthwise in 
the sand, the spaces in and around 
them carefully filled in to make the 
pressure even and exclude all air. 


Concerning the latest points In dress¬ 
making a fashionable modiste says:

MILITARY AIDS TO SCIENCE. 


British iiml Geriimn Officers Send Home 
Valuable Specimens. 

Lieut. Boyd Alexander, rifle brigade, 
who i« "'(‘11 known at South Kensing¬ 
ton (London) museum for his studies o£ 
birds in Africa,-dins just returned from 
the west coast with what is believed to 
be the finest collection ever obtained 
on active service. 

Over a thousand specimens of West 
African birds, killed by himself and his 
native collector during the campaign 
in Ashanti, were brought back by Lieut. 
Alexander. 

"'lids is ilie biggest collection of 
birds ever brought out of Africa at one 
time,” he said to a London Mail repre¬ 
sentative. ”1 have been collecting in 
Africa now for nine or ten years. One 
has to lie a specialist nowadays. 

"It is a pity tha't the government does 
not insist on officers in out-of-the-way 
parts .of the world collect ing birds and 
other things. The German officers do 
so already. The colonial office at Berlin 
obliges all its officers to collect natural 
history specimens whether they like it 
! or not, and though their work is in 
many cases rough and ready it is bet¬ 
ter 11*111 nothing. 

“We know very iittle about the birds 
in the great bend of the Niger and 
liausalnnd, and absolutely nothing of 
those in the regions around Lake Chad 
and Darfur. There is not a doubt that 
when these great areas come under in¬ 
vestigation it will be found that one 
great zoogrnphical region exists from 
i northeastern Africa right across to the 
west coast When 1 have finished ex¬ 
amining my collection of birds they 
! lmiv throw considerable light on the 
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shade to drip off while the remainder 
of tile rig is attended to. Wash in the 
same way. Wipe with a cloth wrung 
out of clean water and polish with a 
soft lintless rag. Well-worn ginghams 
are good for this purpose. Wipe all 
drops off the wheels with a clean, well- 
wrung cloth and follow with a dry one.

Oil spin¬ 
dles and put wheels securely on. 


Storing farm Tools.

diatiapolis News says lie counted no ! 
less than twenty tools of various kinds ! 
exposed to the rain and sun. These j 
were seen from the windows of a 
swiftly moving train, so that it is safe 
to say that, including the fimnsNi mile 
distant from the railroad, there were 
more than two hundred /tools out of 
doors that ought to have been under 
cover. After such a sight it was a re¬ 
lief to reach a farm where the tools 
were well cared for. On the farm in 
question was a long, narrow building 
devoted entirely to a storage place for 
tools and a repair shop. After each tool 
was used it was put under the shed, 
and during the winter all of the wood¬ 
work was thoroughly painted and till 
of the metal that had rusted was sand¬ 
papered. There was a small anvil in the 
part of the structure devoted to re¬ 
pairs. a bench with both Iron and wood 
vises, drawers divided into compart 
meats for bolts, screws, nails and nuts 
of various sizes and a very fair set of 
carpenter's tools. The owner claimed 
that this repair shop laid saved its cost 
every year in blacksmith's .hills, and 
that by caring for bis tools he was not 
only able to-do better work with them, 
but they were in shape for good use 
for many years longer than they had 
been neglected.

False Economics in Fai-mieg. 

For some reason nearly every farmer 
considers that he must economize in 
the matter of seeds. If he does not 
make the mistake of buying cheap 
seeds, that is, seeds low in price but 
poor in quality, he tries to save on the I 
quantity with the result that he loses 
in tlie crop. In tlie sowing of grass 
seeds, for example, in which clover 
lias a part, how many fanners have 
blamed the clover seed dr claimed that 
the soil was "clover sick,” when the 
only trouble was he did not use enough 
seed. As a rule, the catalogues of seeds¬ 
men are safe guides to the quantity 
of seed necessary with grass seed. 
Then there is the fertilizer economy 
and here economy is practiced both in 
quantity and in kind. That is. the farm¬ 
er will find that a certain fertilizer, ap¬ 
plied in moderate quantities, lias im¬ 
proved the wheat yield and ever after 
lie uses the same amount and the same 
kind in growing wheat, forgetful of tlie 
fact that he is taking from Ike soil in 
tlie crop other plant foods which Tie is 
not returning. Result, a worn-out soil.

The atmosphere plays its part in geo¬ 
logical operations. Its corroding pow¬ 
er. backed by rain and wind, helps to 
decay aDd disintegrate those rocks; 
which are exposed to its influence. Rain 
completes the work thus begun. Wind 
blows dust, sand and volcanic ashes 
over large tracts of earth—in fact, 
over the whole of it. 

It is only of late years that geolo¬ 
gists have discovered that fine vol¬ 
canic dusLis carried over the whole of 
the earth s surface and plays a very j 
important part in the deep sea depos¬ 
its. On deserts and nearly rainless re¬ 
gions blown saDd will wear away the 
hardest rocks by beating against 
them. Some sandstone formations ap¬ 
pear to have been piled up by winds.

To Dwarf Tree*. 

To dwarf trees as tlie Chinese do you 
must follow their methods. They take 
a young plant, say a seedling or a cut¬ 
ting of cedar when two or three inches 
high, cut off its taproot as soon ns it 
has enough other rootlets to live upon 
and replant it in a shallow pot or pan, 
allowing the end of the taproot to rest 
upon the bottom of tlie pan. Alluvial 
clay molded to tbe size of beans and 
just sufficient in quantity to furnish a 
scanty nourishment is then put into 
the pot. AVater, heat and light are per¬ 
mitted on tlie same basis. 

The Chinese also use various me¬ 
chanical contrivances to promote sym¬ 
metry of growth. As, owing to tbe 
shallow pots, both top and roots are 
easily accessible, the gardener uses the 
pruning knife and tlie searing iron 
freely, so that tlie little tree, hemmed 
on every side, eventually gives up the 
unequal struggle and, contenting itself 
with tlie little life left, grows just 
enough u> live and look well.
